Oct. IS.— (.Speci- 
al tr> McGill Dally). — Saul Mayes, H.A., 
graduate .student at McGill Univer- 
sity and Gilbert Sherman, akin de- 
scribing himself ns a student, today 
identified George C. McDonald and his 
wife Doris, charged with the murder 
of Adelnrd Bouchard, I.achlne taxi 
driver on July 17 last. 

Both Hayes and Sherman were em- 
ployed ns chauffeur-guides at the 
Mount Royal Hotel during the past 
summer, and by virtue of those posi- 
tions came Into close contact with a 
greater number of the guests who 
either possessed or made use of auto- 
mobiles during their sojourn In Mont- 
real. 

Sherman told the court that during 
the course of his duties he had been 
telephoned by McDonald from his 
room regarding the hire of an automo- 
bile, and had communicated this order 
to Mr. Levitt, chief guide at the hotel. 
Levitt had completed the arrange- 
ments with McDonald. Later the wit- 
ness had seen McDonald looking for 
Levitt with reference to securing the 
services of a chauffeur for a new car 
ho claimed to havo purchased. Sher- 
man said that his curiosity as to the 
tunko of this car had been aroused, so 
he followed McDonald into the street 
and had sufficient time to notice that 
the automobile referred to boro the 
number TH. This is a taxicab licence 
number. 

Saul Hayes was then called upon to 
testify, lie explained to the court that 
he had driven both (lie accused, whom 
he was able to Identify, to 92 Nerth- 
cliffe avenue, during the time they 
were registered at the Mount Royal 
Hotel, lie had also seen both the ac-

becauso o£ the Reciprocity Treaty with 
the United States. Tho Civil War, with 
Its necessity for largo "urchases of 
farm products from Canada, added 
greatly to Canada's trade. In lSfifi the 
Reciprocity Treaty was abrogated. 
Canada’s trade nt once declined and 
economic depression followed. The 
Northern States, now In control In 
victory, were not warmly friendly In 
their attitude towards Canada, be- 
cause of Britain's alleged sympathy 
with the South during the war. Can- 
ada began to vealir.e that she must 
build up and en-onrage trade within 
her own borders. But the man from 
Nova Scotia was but a foreigner In 
New Brunswick or Quebec, and 
the man from Quebec wan an 
outsider in Wince Kdwnrd Island. 
A customs barrier, a tariff wall 
around each colony kept out Intruding 
traders. Only union could remove these 
obstacles between colonies under a 
common flag, and only railway and 
ships could provide means for trade. 

‘Then came ‘he political deadlock 
in the Canada which comprises On- 
tario and Quebec because of the "dou- 
ble majority" method and the "repre- 
sentation by population' agitation. 
The real cause of the deadlock wns 
the difference of race and creed and 
language and the bitterness of par- 
lies. bitterness based on long-van- 
ished Issues. Ontario was peopled chief- 
ly by settlers from Knglnnd. Ireland 
and Scotland and by United Umpire 
Royalists who left the United States 
after the war of secession. Quebec was 
almost wholly populated by French- 
speaking people — descendants of the 
French "ho remained in Canada after 
Canada passed under sway of Britain 
in 1768. The settlers la Upper Can- 
ada were chiefly Wotcstant, "hite 
those in Fewer Canada were over- 
whelmingly Roman Catholic; in On-

the flags were unfurled and the chil- 
dren ask "What mean you by these 
things?" wc should not fall In our ans- 
wer, so that they too, like the children 
of old, may have a true conception, of 
our traditions and our ideals. 

"The dream of Confederation before 
Its Ultimate realisation was a long, 
long dream which never vanished from 
the minds of men of vision. Britain 
tost in 177R by the American Revolu- 
tion tho chief part of her eighteenth 
century Empire. That struggle was 
largely by the thirteen colonies for the 
prlx’ltego of managing tliotr own af- 
fairs. But Britain did not lose thereby 
her place in the North American con- 
tinent. The American Colonies deter- 
mined to try their experiment of auto- 
nomy In separation from the Umpire. 
But the colonies that form Canada re- 
solved to try the experiment of free 
self-government within the Empire and 
under the British flag, dt was a new 
experiment in nation making, this at- 
tempt to establish a free national gov- 
ernment in the parts of Britain over- 
seas. to secure essential autonomy and 
at tho same time to retain member- 
ship In the larger British Common- 
wealth. This is the first contribution 
Canada had made to the world In the 
Held of political progress and experi- 
ment. It wns a difficult task because 
>t the widely scattered parts, the di- 
rersity of the people and institutions, 
the barriers of language, and the de- 
ference of nationality and creed. An t 
l'.most immediately the idea was put 
forward of uniting the five scattered 
provinces of Canada t Upper Canada, 
l-ower Canada New Brunswick, Nova 
Beotia and Trince Edward Island! to 
the advantage of n! : . o' establishing 
the same taws, and of inducing a con- 
stant intercourse and mutual ir.teres; 
and the raising up of a great British 
country in North America. In the clos- 
ing years of the l S '. h century there 
i.erc many who dre..med this dream, 
but Its realisation was destined to oe 
far off. It had littie support from the 
home government and ;t roused but 
little interest :r.
